“The sophisticated viewpoint of sex 
history and archeology place them 
beyond the reach of any juvenile 
mind.” 
Later Mr. Markham, in a statement 
in the New York World, qualified his 
views by saying:

The counterpart of this, 
tho much discussed “super-power” 
system, Is already in existence in 
Japan and its extension is a part 
of the future program in tho indus­ 
try. 
This development gives most 
of the large companies the advan­ 
tages of connecting with the lines 
of other companies and of inter­ 
change of power on a mutually ad­ 
vantageous basis. 
As a country situated geograph­ 
ically much like England. Japan's 
great progress, almost certainly, is 
to bo along industrial lines. 
Her 
people are splendid industrial, as 
well a3 agricultural, fo rk e rs, and 
iii view of this industrial progress 
it is a natural and, in fact, essential 
development \hat her electrical in­ 
dustry should be pushed forward 
not unlike the way in which it has 
been advanced in the United States 
End in certain parts of Europe. 
The electrical industry in Japan 
fortunately recognizes its impor­ 
tance and is continuing to in­ 
crease IU facilities to take advan­ 


tage of this constantly growing de­ 
mand. 


Control of Industry In Strong Hands 
In tile United States the princi­ 
ple of consolidation of small elec­ 
tric and certain other utility com­ 
panies into fewer and larger com­ 
panies has been demonstrated to 
be economically sound. 
Its usual 
result is better service at lower 
cost to the consumer and at the 
same time greater assurance of a 
fair return to the owners and oper­ 
ators of the properties. This same 
development ha3 taken place in 
Japan, where the electric Industry 
now to a great extent is under the 
control of a few large, well-man­ 
aged companies. 
Their inter-con- 
aected systems serve many mil­ 
lions of people and a wide range of 
industries 
in 
districts 
covering 
large areas. 
This diversification 
of load in Japan, as in the United 
States, has given the electrical in­ 
dustry certain of its most essential 
elements of stability and strength. 


Am erican Influence in Industry 
The influence of America in the 
industry is immediately apparent 


to anyone visiting Japan’s electri­ 
cal properties. 
While one sees 
British, 
German 
and 
Japanese 
equipment, 
tho 
names 
of 
the 
largest American companies manu­ 
facturing electrical equipment, tur­ 
bines, boilers and the like are to 
be seen almost everywhere. Oper­ 
ations are carried on almost ex­ 
clusively by Japanese engineers, 
bat one usually finds that the head 
men, and many lf not most of the 
ye unger engineers, have had some 
of their training in American uni­ 
versities and perhaps also in the 
best of our own electric companies. 
In going into tike electric stations 
In Japan, the equipment and gen­ 
eral 
plant 
construction 
are 
so 
much like those In the United 
States that the American visitor 
has to think twice to realize that 
he is not at home. 


Importance of United States to 
Japan 
It is quite natural that we in 
America should think of any other 
part cf .the world lh terms of their 
Importance to us rather than in 
terms of cur importance to them. 


•But it may not be uninteresting to 
turn it around; to consider the im­ 
portance of the United States to 
Japan. 
Take the figures of her 
foreign trade, a matter of basic im­ 
portance to Japan and on which 
she is working with characteristic 
diligence. 
They are illuminating 
and significant. In 1924 the United 
States sold Japan less than 
per 
cent, of our total exports. 
Bot 
Japan In the same year bought 
oyer 27 per cent, of her foreign pur­ 
chases in the United States. 
We 
bought from Japan in the same 
year approximately 9.5 per cent. 
of 
our 
total 
imports 
(not 
a 
small proportion to buy from a 
single country), but Japan sold us 
over 41 per eent of her total over­ 
seas shipments. 
Her trade with 
the Asiatic continent ii large, but 
the United States bought over 41 
per cent, of her total, as against 
less than 59 per cent for the rest of 
the world. 
In the matter of capital, within 
about a year and a half the Jap­ 
anese Government has floated an 
issue of $1^0,000,000 of Ka Govern­ 
ment bonds. 
Within approximate­ 
ly the past year, in addition to 
certain bank and private loans, 
there have been placed in this mar­ 
ket five separate Issues of Japan’s 
electric companies, totalling $81,- 
500,000. 
Attitude Toward American and 
British Capital 
One of the most outstanding 
facts in Japan today is the attitude 
of their financiers, business men, 
and governmental authorities to­ 
ward American and British capital. 
No reasonable support is being 
withheld by them, and the require­ 
ments of our own and British bank­ 
ers and business men are being 
studied with the idea of meeting all 
the legitimate requirements of our 
markets. 
American, British, and 
Japanese 
interests 
are 
already 


working side by aide In morn thai 
one situation of Importance. 
, 


Financing of Electrical Industry 
It is conservatively estimated thai 
the electrical industry expands in 
Japan at the rate of from IO per 
cent to 15 per cent each year, 
entailing 
the investment of be­ 
tween $100,000,000 and $150,000,000 
of new capital annually. 
But by 
far the greater part of the de­ 
velopment of the electric industry 
in Japan has been financed by the 
Japanese themselves, and mainly 
through issues of common stock. 
This has resulted in the establish­ 
ment of a firm equity, or what is 
sometimes called a cushion, in the 
largest and best companies. 
The 
laws of Japan require such com­ 
panies to have at least aa much 
paid-up capital stock aa funded 
debt 
The conservative character 
of this requirement is made evi­ 
dent from the fact that in the 
United States it is comparatively 
rare for our own large and emi­ 
nently sound and*stable electric 
companies to have as much capital 
stock as funded debt. 
The four largest electric enter­ 
prises of Japan, the Tokyo, Toho, 
Daldo (Great Consolidated), and 
Ujigawa 
companies 
are 
already 
known in the American security 
market. 
They rank high in the’best 
informed engineering and invest­ 
ment circles In London, and certain 
of them are known in governmental 
quarters in London in connection 
with financing under the British 
Trade Facilities Act. But it is not 
uninteresting or unimportant to 
know that at home, in Tokyo and 
Osaka, the big financial centers of 
Japan, where the intimate details 
of each company are well known, 
each of these four companies now 
known to the American market is 
regarded as eminently sound and 
representative of tho best type of 
Japanese enterprise,
